Greece to Prevent-Landing
of Troops in Crete.

FOREIGN WARSHIPS ARE READY

Thelr Commanders Ordered to Frevent
Interferonce in Cretan Affairs
by the Greeks.

Lospox, Feb. 12.—D. G. Metaxes,
Greek charge d’ affaira here, called at
the foreign office westerday and pre-
sented a note expressly stating that the
Greek government had decided to pre-
vent the Turkish troops from debarking
in Crete by all the means in its power,

T RESTRAIN 1THE GREEKS.

Forelgn Warships to Frevent Interfor-
ence by Greek Vessols.

CoxsTaxTixorLe, Feb. 12.—News from
Crete is growing more serious every day.
It is nnderstood eeveral embassies re-
csived dispatches that Heracklion is on
fire. In official circles here, the only
solution of the Cretan difficulty is be-
heved to Euaropean occopation of
thacisland.

It 18 understood instructions have
been sent to the commandere of foreign
warshipa to prevent by force if necessary
any intervention by Greek warshipe.

A WARNING TO GEREECE.

¥Yienna Cablnet Sends King George an
Admonition.

New Yorx, Feb. 12.—A Herald spe-
clal from Vienna eays:

The Vienna cabinet has addressed a
most serions warning to Greece. It is
turther learned from exclinsive sounrces
that the powers have informed Tuorkey
that they cannot fores Greece to with-
draw her fleet, but will leave Turkey a
free hand.

Anarchy is reigning in Athens. The
ministry was only temporarily saved by
embarking in & mad enterprice. Eng-
land is. sccused of  eecretly backipg
Greece to foree Rossia’s hand.

All the evening papers condemn in
the strongest terms Greece's action.
Even the ultra liberal Tageblatt says:

*If King George is deal to earnest re-
mocrstrances, his impotency must be
_ drastically brought home to him."

The Nene Freie Presse warns Greece
that if provoked Turkey would be justi-
fied in sttacking Thessaly with disas-
trous consequences to Greece. The
game journal publishes 8 telegram from
Constantinople showing that the whole
of the Cretan tronble wae fomented by a
cretan commitiee at Athens, most of
whom are deputy Romaos, and Dr,
Paskin, which has gent nomerons emis-
saries to Crete, honeveombing the island
with seditious pamphlets,

The majority of the Cretan population
remains passive notwithetanding the ac-
tivity of the Greek agents. This last
Greek coup was not entirely unexpected
in diplomatic circles here, since repeated
suspicions inquiries have been. ad-
dressed by the commanders of the Greek
fleet to the commanders of the ships of
other nations in Cretan waters as to
* what action would be taken in Cretan
eventualities.

Tuorn Clay Into Gold and Silver.

81, Louvis, Feb. 12,—Benjamin Bra-
zelle, a scientist and inventor, well
known among men of hia class, claims
to have discovered the key to electricity
and the transmutation of clay into gold,
gilver and iron, and to have perfected his
discovery to an extent that will revola-
tiomize the science of chemistry.

His demonstrations have been so satis-
factory as to enlist the incorporation of
a company by a number of capitalists to
put them into practical effect. The com-
pany has already etarted ite plant at
Fairlawn, in 8t. Lonis county. It will
soon be completed and ready, its pro.
jectors assert, to turn out aluminom,
gold, silver, iron and many other metals
not known to science, all manufactured
from common clay.

By actual test, it is stated, Mr. Bra-
zelle changed silver to gold and gold in-
to silver. The tranpsmutation, he says,
ie an insignificant part of the discover-
jes he has made—a mere nothing in
comparison with the changing of clay
into gold, silver, iron, ecalciom, alomi-
num, glecium and 15 other metals mnot
known to science and whose gqualit:es
have not yet been determined by the
discoverer.

BATTLE IN PINA® DEL RIO.

Insurgents Under Nunel Defeat TUolomel
San Martinas' Guerillas.

Cixcinsari, Feb, 12.—A Commercial-
Tribune special from Havana via Key
West says:

Major Frederico Nunez, the insurgent
leader in Pinar del Rio and some of Uol-
onel Ban Martinas' goerillas had a fight
day before yesterday, weet of Las Man-
gae on the military road. San Martinas
bad charge of a large convoy of ammu-
nition and provisions, going to BSan
Cristobal.

Nunez attacked the Spanish camp at
midnight. It was on the edgeofa vast
field of dry grass. Nunes set this grass
on fire and the wind drove it right on Ban
Martinas’ camp. The Spanish rusbed
out to eave their enpplies, not suspect-
ing a raxd, whereapon the insurgents,
with eries of *Viva Caba libre,”” dashed
in, dealing death right and left.

The Spaniards offered a stout resist-
ance, bnt after some sharp fighting,
broke and fled, leaving all their train
of supplies and pack horses to the in-
surgents. Twenty of the Spaniards and
eleven Cubans were killed. The latter
however, lost Captain Medoro, one of
the boldeat sconts in Maceo's old army.

Mirandi, less than five miles from Ha-
vana, was raided by the insurgents last
night, and ten houees were burned.

The small Spanish garrison withdrew,
after firing a few rounds. The insur-
gents looted the stores and escaped. No
casualities were reported.

TARIFF REVISION FIRST.

MeKinley Determined to Let Fimancial
Reform Walt.

Wasnmsarox, Feb, 12,—McKinley has
determined to let financial reform wait
upon a tariff revizion. ' All he will ex-
pect of the extri bession of -congress in'
the way of legislation i that it ehall
epeedily pass & new tariff bill. He wants
it to put the machinery in motion for
ourrency legislation at a later date, how-
ever, by making & joint commission of
senators and representatives and report
at the regular session of congress.

A man recently in Canton ssid he talk-
ed at length with McKinley about the
extra session, and he found the presi-
dent-elect had determined to confine his
message at the opening of that session
practically to the tanff and currency.
He will urge the speedy passage of a tar-
iff bill for the dooble purpose of protect-
ing Amenican interests and flling the
treasury.

The informant said he understood Me-
Kinley would make no specific recom-
mendations as to the policy which ocoght
to be pursoed in reforming the monstary
evetem of the country, but would refer
in general terms to the pecessity of do-
ing something, and advise congress to
create a joint commiseion to eit during

the recese and prepare a comprehensive
scheme to be reported next December.

AUTONOMY NOT WANTED.

Gomexzx Agaln Defilnes the Attitade of
the Insurgents.

Nuw York, Feb, 12,—A Herald dis-
patch from the dietrict of Sancti Spiri-
tus, Santa Clara province, Coba, gives
the following etatementas signed by
General Maximo Gomesz:

“The enemies of Cuba have circnlated
in the United States the ramor that I
am disposed to sccept antonomy as a
basis of settlement or eolation of the
present war.

“*The constitution of Caba abeolutely
establishes in its articles that peace is to
negotiated only on the basis ot of abeo-
lute independence of Spain. It is to ob-
tain independence that we have been
fighting for two years, and will continue
to fight until victory is ours,

“All the statements which have been
heretofor, or may be in futare published
to the effect that we are willing to amegt

any other solution instead of indepen
ence ehounld be regarded as false.”

New Minister to Denmark.

Teere Havre, Feb. 13.—Information
is received from Boston that Dr. Holmes,
of the Baptist church of this citv, will be
appointed minister to Denmark. Dr,
Holwmes has seen Mr. McKinley, and is
gaid to have been sssured of the appoint-
ment.

“It is not true that I have been offer-
ed the position of ambaseador to Eng-
land,” he said, “and I may add that I
have not read one word of this subject
from Canton. "All I know is that ex-
Governor Morton has written to Presi-
dent-elect McKinley,  proposing my
name and saoggesting that my selection
wonld be agreeable to the Republicans
of New York state. Of course, having
received no intimation from Major Me-
Kinley, I can say nothing further. As
to my resigning the presidency of the
New York Central, all I have to say is
that up to the present timeé, no euch an
idea has entered my mind.”

The govern-
ment, he continued, was not in 8 posi-
tion to made a detailed statement re-
garding Crete, but he could say the re-
sponeibility for the distressful condition
of affairs there nndoubtedly rested with
the mecret Greek committees, who are
agitating in a reckless manner. Another
reason was that Torkey, without canse,
had prevented the execution of promised
reforms., Baron Banffy aleo esid the
course adopted by Greece was opposed
to the connpeels of all the great powers,

who desired peace, and thst the statu
%1:2 should not be disturbed in the

A French View of It.

Paris, Feb, 13.—The Gaulois, today,
referring to the Cretan question, asserts
that, when the king of Greece wasin
Parie last summer, be informed the
French government that, being able no
longer to resist the operations of the
Greeks, and being aware of the un-
friendly dispositien in Russia, he wae
compelled to draw closer to Great
Eritain and Austria.

The Ganlois also declares that a senea-
tion has been caused in diplomatic cir-
cles by the report that Emperor Will-
iam, of Germany, yesterday announced
hie adhesion to the policy of France and
Russia in the East. This has, however,
led the Gaulois to warn Germany that
France will not lose sight of the ques-
tion of Alsace-Lorraine.

A SFANISH OUTRAGE.

Request for Facts About Indignities to
Ladies on an American Veasel.

Wasmnaron, Feb, 15.—Representa-
tive Cummings of New York, has offer-
ed a resolution requesting the president
to'give the house any information con-
cerning the incident of the stripping of
two lady passengers on board of the
steamer Olivette in the harbor of Ha-
vana by Spanish soldiers and detectives.
The resolution recites that the salleged
oceurence was deeeribed in a New York
paper, The resolntion was referred to
the committee on foreign affairs, and a
report is expected next week. Mr, Com-
mings said as to the resolution :

“If an Enghshwoman on an English
veesel had been stripped by BSpanish
officials, ae it has been allaged that an
American woman was stripped, within
forty-eight hours Morro castle would
come down, or some apology would be
made for it, I doanbt ii even Japan
wonld have stood it.  Furthermore, if
the American government stands it, in
my opinion it indictes a total loss of

manhood and the keenest eympathy
with savage inhumanity.”’ »

BOLIVIA GRABS PERU'S TERRITORY

Both Countries Preparing for War, bat
Feru Is Afraid Chiii Will Jump -
on Her Too.

Beeriv, Feb, 15. — A semi-official
gtatement of the Cretan question has
been published here as followe:

“In reply to the representations of the
ministers of all the great powers at
Athens to the Greek government ves-
torday, pointing out the danger to En-
ropean peace from the attitude taken by
Greece contrary to international law, M.
Skousee, minister of foreign affuirs, de-
clared Greece wonld ocenpy Crete.

**In view of this fact the imperial gov-
ernment no longer coneiders it conso-
nant with ite dignity to take farther
diplomatic steps at Athens. After an
exchunge of views with the cabinets of
other great powers the commander of
the German warship Kalserin Aungusta,
which will arrive at Canea within the
next few daye, had received instroctions
in conjunction with the commanders of
the nayal forcee of other great powers
assembled in Cretan waters to prevent
any hostile act npon the part of Greece,
and also to co-operate with them in
every possible way with a view to re-
storing order and averting bloodshed.”

PERU AND BOLIVIA IN TROUBLE,

Both Countries Are Assuming Warlike
Attitudes.
New Yorx, Feb. 15.—A speclal to the
Herald from Panama, says:
Advices of an important natare in re-
lation to the growing tronble between

here from & correspondent in Cuzeo.
According to these advices Bolivia has
taken undisturbed possession of a por-
tion of the territory of Pern. This
region is of great extent, and is included
between the Madre de Dics and the
Tulche rivers.

The government of Bolivia has also
iesued a decree ordering the construc
tion of fortifications at the mouth of the
Ynambari river, These are Lo scrye as
a barrier of defense to the military
stations which Bolivia will at once estab-
lish along the banks of the river.

The Peruvian Press, according to the
Cuxzco advices, declares that this sction
on the part of Bolivia ia. equivalent to &
hostile invasion of the province of
Sandia, Carababs and Paucartamps. It
is declsred that the Peruvian foreign
office has meade &n energetic protest
against this ocenpation, but withent
avail.

One influential paper in this connec-
tion =ays: ‘‘Matters of this eerious
character are not decided by protests.
The only remedy in the power of the
cenntry is in adopting the same meas-
uree as those adopted by the usurpers.
A strong detachment of troops sent to
the border where the invasion has been
made and a fleet of strong gunboats to
patrol the rivers in the region would
constitute a most effective protest
against such aggression,"’

The prees of both Pern and Bolivia is
filled with articles bristling with hostile
notes.
